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MIDWINTER MEETING 


¢ 92nd Midwinter Meeting of the 

Chicago Dental Society will go 

down in the record books as the 
largest meeting in history. Attendance 
records of all previous meetings were 
shattered; last year’s attendance was 
topped by 1285. Here are the figures: 
total attendance 15,839 of which 7305 
were dentists—2993 C.D.S. members and 
4312 A.D.A. visitors. There were 1604 
exhibitors and 829 of their guests, 677 
laboratory men, 2456 family guests, 1230 
dental assistants, 933 students, 263 hy- 
gienists, 38 physicians, 36 health nurses, 
and 468 others. 

The meeting this year got under way 
on Sunday, February 3rd, at the Conrad 
Hilton Hotel. Registration started at 
10:00 a.m. with the Normandie Lounge 
open for members, laboratory men, phy- 
Sicians, etc., and the South Williford 
Room for family guests, dental assistants 
and hygienists, and foreign dentists. The 
day’s registration was a record 9428. De- 
spite this number, having the use of the 
two rooms kept things moving at a 
smooth pace and there was little or no 
congestion throughout the day. On the 
job were Registration Chairman Clar- 
ence (Smiley) Simon, Vice-Chairman 
Orville Larsen (yours truly) and the 
Registration and Credentials Committee, 
along with Amy Nelson, Marion Harvey 
and LaVerne Decker from the Central 
Office, the girls from the Convention 
Bureau, and the dental assistants, all of 
whom did a tremendous job. I might add 


that we had the cooperation of the 
weather man this year—four days of per- 
fect winter weather. 


Robert L. Kreiner, General Chairman 
of the 92nd Midwinter Meeting, put 
together an outstanding program, again 
making our meeting one of the finest of 
its kind in the country. Having the Pro- 
jected Clinics on Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday mornings, with the table 
clinics in the afternoons, proved to be an 
excellent change, relieving the crowded 
conditions of former years. To you, 
Chairman Kreiner, congratulations on a 
great job. 

To Lyle W. McNamara, Program 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman Graham O. 
Davies, and the Program Committee, a 
vote of thanks for a widely diversified 
program and the services of many out- 
standing essayists and clinicians. It would 
be impossible for me to choose from the 
many those that might be considered the 
best. Let’s just say this program will be 
remembered as one of the finest. 

Felix S. Tittle, Chairman of the Essay 
Division, W. Clinton Fisher, Vice-Chair- 
man, and the Essay Committee presented 
52 excellent essays covering practically 
every phase of dentistry, and from all 
reports there was a 100% attendance. 
In some crowded rooms there was more 
than 100%. 

The Limited Attendance Committee 
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with Steve W. Lynch, Chairman, and 
Vice-Chairman Rudolph U. Grieff, re- 
ported an almost complete sellout before 
the meeting due to the clinic mention in 


the Preliminary Program of the Fort-" 


NIGHTLY of January 2nd. There were 63 
clinics at 127 different times with 113 
presiding chairmen. A very fine program. 

Robert J. Kiechler, Chairman of Table 
Clinics, General Clinics Division, and 
Howard J. Harvey, Vice-Chairman, and 
the Committee, presented 123 table 
clinics on Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day afternoons in the North and Middle 
Williford Rooms. This program was 
spread over three afternoons to accom- 
modate the crowds. These clinics were 


very well attended, attracting the gen-~ 


eral practitioner, especially, for the help- 
ful hints and ideas applying to everyday 
practice. Another popular feature was in 
the Astoria Room where Special Demon- 
stration Clinics presented the latest and 
best technique in the quick repair of 
broken dentures by the use of cold cure 
acrylics. These were given by clinicians 
from the three dental schools of Chicago. 

The Projected Clinics Committee, un- 
der the able chairmanship of Thaddeus 
V. Weclew and Sidney S. Pollack, Vice- 
Chairman, presented five projected clin- 
ics on both Monday and Tuesday morn- 
ings, and six on Wednesday morning, in 
the North and Middle Williford Rooms, 
the chairman presiding. I think the defi- 
nition of a Projected Clinic, as defined 
in the program, might well be repeated 
here: “A projected clinic is a closely cor- 
related presentation by slides and oral 
comment of a specific technic or the 
handling of a single dental problem.” On 
all three days a full house was noted. 

In the Upper Tower Ballroom, the 
Committee on Visual Education, Clifford 
W. Lossman, Chairman, and Richard A. 
Anderson, Vice-Chairman, presented a 
program of 43 motion pictures through- 
out the three days. By popular request, 
the four-hour motion picture on Full 
Mouth Rehabilitation, produced by the 
Dental School of the University of Ore- 
gon, was presented in the late afternoon 
on Tuesday and, following an intermis- 
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sion for dinner, was resumed in the eve- 
ning. This program drew a fine attend- 
ance at all times. 

The Scientific Exhibits held a great 
deal of interest, and Chairman Olan B. 
Kibler, Vice-Chairman Everett A. Grim- 
mer, and their committee provided a fine _ 
array of exhibits. The one presented by 
the Committee on Dental Health Edu- 
cation of the Chicago Dental Society 
drew much attention. In all, there were 
26 very fine exhibits. 

W. Kelly Frakes, Chairman of the 
Exhibit Registration Committee, unfor- 
tunately broke his right arm shortly be- 
fore the Meeting, but this did not pre- 
vent him from ably performing his duties 
with assistance from his able bodied Vice- 
Chairman, A. M. Bressler with whom I 
worked for many years on the same com- 
mittee. This committee started function- 
ing on Saturday morning, registering 
exhibitors and their guests, 2433 of them 
to be exact, and putting up signs, so that 
by 1 p.m. Sunday all was in readiness 
for the official opening of the meeting. 
Due to the combined efforts of the Com- 
mittee, hard working Eleanor Hart from 
the Central Office, and the Andy Frain 
ushers, there was no congestion at any 
time. At the meeting’s end, the exhibitors 
expressed their appreciation and their 
intention to be on hand again next year, 
and reported having done a very good 
business. 

The Reception Committee with Gus 
Solfronk in charge, did an outstanding 
job in the South Williford Room greeting 
visitors from foreign lands, as well as 
welcoming the essayists and clinicians. 

One of the hardest working committees 
at the Midwinter Meeting was the Gen- 
eral Arrangements Committee, this year 
under the leadership of Burton W. Zuley, 
Chairman, and Fred Verink, Vice-Chair- 
man. This Committee was busy with 
preparations for several days before the 
meeting, and was the last to leave after 
the meeting was over. Congratulations 


to the Chairmen and Committee for a — 


splendid job. The Committee headquar- 
ters, Private Dining Room three, was the 
nerve center for the entire convention. 


The Information Committee, under 
the leadership of Albert F. Fick, Chair- 
man, and Vice-Chairman Leo J. Cahill, 
did a great job keeping our messages 
posted’ on the blackboard at all times, 
and giving out the proper information to 
all 


Lawrence E. Lucas, Chairman of the 
Membership Committee, Vice-Chairman 
Thomas J. Scanlan and the Committee 
were kept busy taking applications for 
new members, and from all reports there 
were quite a few. Nice going. 

Publicity Chairman Romaine J. Was- 
ka, who, unfortunately, has been ill since 
last June, was unable to attend the meet- 
ing, but we understand that at the present 
time he is recovering in fine style. Vice- 
Chairman of Publicity, former Fort- 
NIGHTLY editor, Edward J. Sullivan, did 
a tremendous job with coverage in the 
newspapers, TV and radio, keeping the 
public informed on the new developments 
in dentistry. Their work, along with the 
cooperation of our public relations firm 
of Julian Jackson, provided the meeting 
with fine publicity. 

I wish I could name each and every 
person who contributed so much to make 
this Midwinter Meeting the success it 
was, but, of course, space does not permit. 
Congratulations to each of you for a 
great job. 


On Monday evening, preceding the 
first General Session, we were again en- 
tertained as in former years by Priscilla 
Holbrook at the organ, followed by com- 
munity singing. The meeting was called 
to order by General Chairman Robert 
Kreiner, and the 450 or more present 
joined in the singing of our National 
Anthem. The invocation was given by the 
Reverend William Stanley Mellish of the 
South Shore Community Church. Those 
seated at the speakers’ table were then 
introduced by Chairman Kreiner who 
presented our Society President Edward 
W. Luebke. Dr. Luebke greeted the as- 
semblage on behalf of the Society, and 
expressed his thanks and appreciation to 


all who took part in the meeting. Dr. 
Luebke then presented the Society’s Six- 
teenth Annual Research Award to Dr. 
Ralph W. Phillips and Marjorie L. 
Swartz of Indianapolis, Indiana. We were 
honored by an address by Dr. Harry 
Lyons, President of the American Dental 
Association, who reported on the present 
status and future plans of the A.D.A. 
The speaker for the evening, Dr. Hubert 
N. Alyea of the Department of Chemis- 
try of Princeton University, was pre- 
sented and introduced his subject, 
“Atomic Energy: Weapon for Peace.” 
His illustrations and experiments served 
to bring alive one of the most important 
problems of the present day. 

The second General Session was held 
on Wednesday morning at 10:30 and 
was presided over by Lyle W. McNam- 
ara. The research award paper, “The Ef- 
fect of Certain Restorative Materials on 
the Solubility of Enamel,” by Dr. Ralph 
W. Phillips and Marjorie L. Swartz, 
was read, after which President Luebke 
presented the authors with a check for 
$500. We are proud of the Society’s in- 
terest in stimulating research and hope 
this will always remain a part of our 
Midwinter Meeting.
